WKST£BFI ELD'S PKISON BIL.Ii. 


In our local columns will be founc 


Senator Westetfield's bill providing for 
the completion of the State Prison at 
Beno. The Senator has evidently given 
'the subject considerable thought, and 
hao arrived at sound conclusions. His 
idea, as we gather from the bill, is to 
utilize the labor of the convicts, in com- 
pleting the work, and such of the stone 
at the present prison aa can be profita- 
bly extracted and transported to Reno. 
The sum of $50,000 is appropriated for 
•the completion of the work, but only 
one-hall of it is to be expended in any 
one 3 ear. 
With convict labor no such 


sum of money is needed—it is at least 
$20,000 too ranch. 
"Without convict 


labor, the JOURNAL, believes the Beno 
Prison can be completed for leas than 
$50,000, and responsible citizens stand 
ready to contract it for $17,000. The 
entire subject matter is simply one of 
A business nature, and the State ought 
not to hesitate a moment in making the 
investment. Every report that has ever 
•been made had plainly shown that to 
<oontinne the prison at Carson was to 
continue an unjust taxation upon the 
people. There is but slight hope of 
aver reducing the cost there to such a 
figure as it should be. 
There is not 


only hope, 
but it is almost an as- 


surety that at Beno the expense can be 
reduced one-third, with n possible pos- 
sibility of in a few years rendering it 
unnecessary for the State to make any 
appropriation for its support. 
In 


large number of States the prisons re- 
turn a net revenue. Even in California 
the cost per capita has been reduced to 
32^-j cents per day, with every hope that 
in a year or two it will not amount to 
anything. Nevada continues to main- 
tain at war prices. At either Controller 
Hallook'a figures of tl ,03 or the .66 of 
Wardeu Garrard the cost is too high. 
Warden Garrard asserts that of this .66 
the commissary stores, etc,, amounts to 
.27, or nearly one-half. At Beno the 
State has aa fine n piece of farming land 
.as there is in the country. It is capa- 
ble of producing more than the prison- 
ers or insane patients can consume. If 
it was only farmed for their account this 
.27 would be saved, and in addition en- 
able the cost of the keeping of the in- 
sane to be largely reduced, the surplus 
cereals, vegetables, etc., being traded 
off for the staple articles needed at both 
institutions. Thii fact of itself is suffi- 
cient to warrant the immediate comple- 
tion of the Reno Prison, even if the 
State was n million dollars iu debt, be 
cause it never will be any better off if it 
continues to conduct its business on the 
same principle that now governs its 
management of the State Prison.

THE PBOl'EB PLACE. 


Assemblyman Pike has introduced a

TH« BILL JS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


A lawyer of some standing said to 


the writer the other day that the bil 
contravenes tbe spirit of the Constitu- 
tion of the State, and is inimical to Sec- 
tion 21 of Article V. of that instrument, 
and it setms there is much force in the 
suggestion. The Section in question 
provides, "That the Governor, Secre- 
tary of State and Attorney General 
shall constitute a Board of State Prison 
Commissioners, which Board shall have 
such supervision of all matters connect- 
ed with the State Prison as may be defin- 
ed by law." This Section, itis said, cre- 
ates a Board and clothes it with the 
pewer to manage the 
Prison, ace 


charges it with the responsibility o: 
such management and reserves to the 
Legislature the power to legislate mere- 
ly, and by legislation to specify the 
matters and manner of such manage- 
ment. It does not c!6*the the Legisla- 
ture with authority to deprive the Con 
stitutional Board of its executive funo 
tions or to create an executive office 
and fill it and vest the office so created 
with independent and superior powers 
and put it above and without tbe reach 
of the Board. To do this is clearly to 
take the management of the Prison out 
of the hands iu which the Constitution 
r»po3es it, is to deprive the Prison 
Commissioners of the control which it 
was intended they should have. 


If the Lieutenant Governor (whose 


term of office is fixed and whds* tenure 
therefore is beyond the reach of both 
the Board of Prison Commissioners and 
the Legislature) is to be Warden and 
chief executive officer of the Prison by 
virtue of his office; if this elective offi- 
cial, who is in no manner answerable to 
the Board or to the Legislature, is to 
have charge of the Prison, appoint and 
remove its help and be, in fact, its sole 
executive officer; if the officer so in 
charge cannot be removed or suspended, 
he may defy and overturn the jurisdic- 
tion and authority of the Board, leaving 
it an empty title, barren of all authority 
and impotent of all power. 


The Constitution is the law estab- 


lished by the people in the.r bovereigu 
capacity. It is the paramount law of 
the land, binding upon the Legislature 
as upon the individual, and when this 
higher law of the people vests the func- 
tions of an office in a Board, the func- 
tions so vested cannot be transferred to 
or exercised by any other officer or per- 
son. 


When the people have declared their 


fundamental law that certain powers 
shall be possessed and certain duties 
performed by a particular Board or offi 
cer, the exercises of these powers by 
any other officer are forbidden by nec- 
essary implication. 


If this were not so the Legislature 


could usurp the functions of the execu- 
tive and judicial departments of State- 
and vest them in creatures of their own 
to be exercised according to their will, 
and thus the whole Constitutional fab- 
ric might be undermined and destroyed. 
But, independently of all legal consid- 
erations, 
THE DrUi IS UNNECESSABY AND TJNWISE. 


It not only takes the management out 


of the hands where the people have 


ljoct if, but puts its into incbpousiblc 


bands and rests it in «ne not account- 
able and who is often personally inter- 
ested in its abuse. 


It creates a conflict of jurisdiction be- 


tween the Board of State Prison Com- 
missioners and the chief executive offi- 
cer of the Prison, which there is no 
power to reconcile. 


It puts a Constitutional officer in a 


subordinate place and leaves him with- 
out personal accountability. He may 
be negligent, extravagant and inefficient 
and there is no remedy. The Board 
canno? remove him or otherwise con- 
trol his action. He may disregard pris- 
on rules and refuse to enforce discipline. 
He may share illicit profits of trade 
with merchants trading with the State. 
He may exchange goods furnished for 
whisky, tobacco and forbidden luxuries. 
He aaay rob th« convicts by appropri- 
ating tbair money intrusted to his care. 
He may be so criminally negligent as 
to burn the Prison down, and so cor- 
rupt as to conspire with contractors and 
material man to rob the State and di- 
vide the plunder. He may appoint dis- 
aoneat and untrustworthy guards, pay 
them exorbitant wages and share with 
them the excess above a fair price. H* 
may b* so drunken, depraved and 
•hamelasi as to bring tbe Prison man- 
agement, in to contempt and bring dis- 
;race - upon the whole State (as hai 
>eeu dona before) and t»r all these 


wrongs and abases there will be no 
remedy or relief. 
• 


It may belaid ther present Lieutenant 


Governor ia An honest and eabable man, 
ifho ironld 'ffianag« the Pliibon vto his 
credit and best interests of tho State, 
all of which we freely grant; but Gov- 
ernor Laughton is not likely to be per- 
petuated • iu 
office," and ' the office of 


Lieutenant Governor* is a p'erpVtua 
thing. We have sot always had; not 
can we always expect to have, a Lieu- 
tenant Governor who possesses the 
qualities to make a good Warden of the 
penitentiary. It is possible thai a mere 
politician, without brains or qualities, 
•may succeed 'to that office. What has

Under existjng^awB tjia JVarden is re- 


quired to reside at the Prison. This, if 
the Lieutenant Gorernor is a marriec 
man, burdens the State wi'th ths inoon- 
Tenijnoe and support of, his family, an 
annoyance and ejpens'a of no trifling 
rnagnituda, whioli cpiil'dl and no doabt 
would, bo ayoidsd if the power to ap- 
point the Warden WAS left frber* i 
properly belongs. 


No reason exists for the State to sap- 


port the Lieutenant governor or pro- 
Tide his fatuity with horse-hire and 
servants. 


The duties of' the office are few anc 


simple aud the compensation fixt'd by 
law is certain and adequate. 


It is his duty to preside over the Sen- 


ate, for which he is paid ten dollars per 
day, and to perform the duties of the 
Governor in case of inability or absence 
from the State, and for this service bis 
pay is fixed at fourteen dollars. Thus 
the State ia under no obligation, to sup- 
port him. Having no other1 'duties jie 
should have no other pay. When the 
Legislature is not in session bis time is 
his own, and be is at liberty to engage 
in any pursuit to which his talent fits 
him. 
He may farm, or mint, or mer- 


chandize, or railroad; he may fiddl)* 
he likes, bat unless he plays the danc- 
ers should not be expected* to pay.

JB*i&e-»6i{!p%lir6'n ot"-the" State *Trlsofc 
at Beno: 


SECTION 1. The Board of State Prison 


Cbnimissioners, together with the War- 
den of the State Prison, are hereby con- 
atit'uedta Building" CommTttae', whose 
duty shall be to control and manage the 
construction 'and ' completion of the 
State Prison near Beno. 
The said 


Building Committee shall immediately 
take possession of all necessary land, 
and the State Prison walls in and about 
said prison walls and all property of 
the State near Beuo, which may be re- 
quired for the purposes of this Act, and 
proceed at as e'arly a day as practicable, 
to construct and complete the said State 
Prison according to the plans and spec- 
ification's heretofore adopted by the 
Board of State Prison Commissioners, 
but with snob, modifications of said 
plans and specifications as the said 
Building ComtniUee may determine to 
be for the best interests of the State. 
The Building Committee shall have au- 
thority to employ a competent person, 
who shall be known as Superintendent, 
of Construction, vrh'ose duty' it shall be, 
to manage and direct the work and con- 
struction of said prison, subject to the 
supervision of the Building Committee. 
The said Superintendent of Construc- 
tion shall receive a salary, not exceed- 
ing one hundred and fifty dollars per 
mouth, and may be removed at any time 
by the Building Committee. 
No mem- 


ber of the Building Committee shall" be 
interested in any supplies used or con- 
tract made in the construction of said 
prison. 


SECTION 2. In the construction and 


completion of said State Prison it shall 
be the duty of the Building Committee 
to use exclusively the labor of the State 
Prison convicts, excepting ttie necessary 
guards and labor necessary out of said 
prison walls; and it is,hereby made the 
duty of the Board of State Prison Com- 
mis'sionerB to furnish all'the stone, cut 
or uncut, from the State Prison at Car- 
bou us tuny be required by the Building 
Committee in the construction of the 
now State Prison, and to furnish the 
necessary convict labor from the old 
State Prison; also the necessary arms, 
ammunition, clothing, subsistence, iron 
cells and any other 'material belonging 
to the State, and now at said Carson 
State Prison, which may be necessary in 
the construction of the 
new 
State 


Prison. 


SECTION 3. It shull be the duty of 


the Board of Stuie Prison Commis- 
sioners to pull down, or by their [ 
] 


have pulled down, transport and utilise 
any stone or material now around or 
attached to uud belonging to said Stute 
Prison at Carson necessary in the con- 
struction of said new'prison", whenevBr 
in their judgment the same can be done 
at a less expense than purchasing or 
making the same at Beuo. 


SECTION 4. As soon as the said new 


puson shall be sufficiently completed to 
keep securely any number of convicts, 
it shall be the duty of the Board o'f 
State Prison Commissioners to trans- 
port said convicts, and all movable 
property required, from the old prison 
to the new one. Henceforth the prison 
at Beuo shall be the State Prison of 
Nevada. A majority of said Building 
Committee shall be a quorum for the 
transaction of business, and shall be al- 
lowed all neee.ssary personal expenses 
While performing the duties required by 
this Act, as members of the Building 
Committee. The Building Committee 
shall make a full and complete report to 
the next session of the Legislature of 
all their transactions. 
AH bills con- 


tracted by the Building Committee, 
cuUi botutj ,11'ptOvod by liio Doaid of 
Examiners, shall be paid out of the ap- 
propriation made herein. 


SECTION 5. 
Any convict who shall 


well behave himself, and who shall per- 
form regular labor, during good health, 
in the construction of the new prison, 
Shall have a credit of ten daya for each 
month of such regular work and good 
behavior, snch credit to be computudin 
favor of such convict as a commutation 
of sentence, and to be deducted from 
the entire term of penal servitude to 
which said convict shall have been sen- 
tenced; provided, such credit shall be 
forfeited by any misconduct of such 
convict during the month next after the 
due for which such credit is allowed. 


SECTION 6. The sum of fifty thou- 


sand dollars is hereby appropriated to 
carry out the object of this Act, to be 
paid out of any moneys in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated; 
provided, that a sum not exceeding 
twenty-five thousand dollars shall be 
expended dnrin g the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-three, and the balance 
of said appropriation necessary to be 
nsed in completion of said prison, in 
the year eighteen hundred and «ighty- 
tonr.

whatever was going on in regard to im- 
provements, etc.; and having done con- 
siderable business on and along the 
navigable waters of the Colorado, I am 
enabled to speak advisedly on the sub- 
ject of this letter, which is: the hope of 
your making an effort in Congress to 
obtain some Government aid to improve 
the channel of the Colorado river up to 
this point, which is at present consid- 
ered the head of navigation on this 
stream. 
Our present Representative 


made a sorry exhibit of himself in that 
respect, and lost a good many votes by 
his course, and I trust that no other 
Representative will show such' lament- 
able deficiency of geographical knowl- 
edge. Over 310 miles of Nevada bound- 
ary are in the channel of the "Great 
Colorado of the West," in navigable 
water, which js proven by the fact that 
for several years steamers of over 200 
tons capacity and 140 horse-power en- 
gines have come to this place without 
one dollar of improvement ever having 
been made in the channel. 
If $26,000 


were honestly spent in improvements 
by some one who would not "peel" the 
appropriation down to nothing, but 
wanted to see the use of it, the river 
would bs navigable in nearly all stages 
of water tip here, aud perhaps twenty- 
five miles higher up, to the gold mines 
there found and languishing for want of 
transportation. 
In the year 1542 a 


Spanish ocean fleet came around Cape 
Horn and landed supplies for Carona- 
da's army at a point but a few miles be- 
low where the State of Nevada now 
reaches. That army was the first that 
ever crossed the continent from the. 
city of Mexico to the shores of the 
North Pacific. The archives of eiouora, 
found in its capital Arispa, and n publi- 
cation of "Caronadas march" printed in 
the Government Printing office in Wash- j 
iuRton are my authority fur this. The 
delegate of Arizona made and will make 
effoitfc. to heouie an uppropiiation, the 
Culiforniaus ought to, uud Nevada will 
be urged to do so no doubt by other 
parties, for instance the El Dorado mine 
owners who depend entirely upon navi- 
gation for supplies, and some of their 
men are men of influence in Philadel- 
phia and in Minnesota, so that such 
prayers aught not to fall on entirely 
sterile soil.
